This will acknowledze receipt of your letter, reference number APCIN-Eh, 
dated Octooer 7, 1957, in which yon requested copies of the Civil Aero= 
naatics Administration final report of investigation of two incidents 
involving commercial airliners and the signting of unidentiried flying 
objects, which had ceen previonsly reported in local newspapers. 


The first incident mentioned occurred on July 22, 1957, near Amarillo, 

Yexzas, and involved Trans World Airlines’ Flight No. 21. ‘©nbseonent 

investigation oroved that the unidentified object was another aircrait 

whien was displaying the proper navigation lights. The true identity 

of this aircrait wes never determined, however, it is assumed that it was 

a U. S. Air Force «0-97 aireraft which was known to be operating in the 

area at the time of the incident. 

“he second incident mentioned occurred on July 17, 1957, near Bl Paso, 

Toxas, and involved American Airlines’ Flight No. 655, Investigation of | 
this incident definitely established the fact that the woidentified flying | 
ject was American Airlines! Flight No. 966, which had previously departed | 
from 71 Paso, Texas, en ronte to Dallas, Texas. |
